tation. and through . the centuries 
have bowed the neck to constituted 
authority, good or bad. Thus even 
those who abhorred the dictator's 
works, never dreamed of rebellion. 
That • characteristic likely 
will 
prove useful to the Allied forces of 
occupation hi maintaining 
order. 
But we must remember that the 
Germans. are indeed bitter against 
their conquerors — even as you and 
I would be if our country was in- 
vaded. So while they may obey our 
soldiery it. will be a long time be- 
fore they can be re-educated 
to 
take their place among peaceful na- 
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tions. 
The period of reclamation will 
be perilous. The German folk will 
obey with their hands but not with 
their hearts. Our good words will 
go in one ear and out the other. 
It's during this transition —which 
probably will last for years—that 
we must remove subversive influ- 
ences. If we don't they will pro- 
long . the period, and might even 
produce a rebellion, for the Ger- 
mans won't regard the Allied re- 
gime in the .same light as 
they 
would one of their own, 
to 
be 
obeyed without reservatipn. 
The two most menacing 
influ- 
ences today are the Nazi leaders, 
big and little, and those Prussian 
militarists who for generations have 
kept Europe in turmoil. If they are 
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allowed their freedom to play on 
the emotions of a defeated and un 
happy people, grave Ihings 
ca 


lappen. These leaders must in some 


ay be "liquidated." 
As we survey Ihis uncomfortable

•after haying covered Nazi army in- 
stallations. 
""I guess you would compare it 
to a U.S.O. tour by Joe Louis or 
Jack Dempsey. But his junket defi- 
'nltely was sanctioned officially by 
the Nazi party and he said some- 
thing about working out of the Ger- 
man propaganda department." 


Wheeler said when he mentioned 
Joe Louis, the last world cham- 
pion heavyweight and now a U.S. 
army sergeant, Schmeling sneered 
and left the impression that 
he 
considered' the American 
Negro 
||f, "just lucky" in knocking him out 
sf 
in their second match. 
' In a slap at American 
sports- 


. writers, Schmeling was quoted by 
Wheeler as saying: 
"They never gave me a square 
deal in all the time I was in your 
country. Even when I won, they 
either said I was lucky or a big 
bum who could knock down a big- 
|M ger bum. The only time they gave 


me any space in the papers was 
when (Jack) Sharkey fouled me. 
That was how Schmeling won his 


Wheeler said Schmeling told him 
he was "through for good
